cemetery whenever they are in the area, 
according to Eschlers father. Max. Lee 
Eschler is a salesman, and he keeps an 
extra flag with him on regional sales 
trips so he can readorn his oldest broth- 
er's grave. 

"What we do the year-round is we try 
to keep a nice little flag there. We try to 
keep it neat and clean," Max Eschler 
said. 

A dear familv friend and Douglas' for- 
mer LDS bishop, a local mortician. 
Keith Jenkins, stops by often. "Whenev- 
er that Keith Jenkins goes out there, he 
stous, and out of respect looks at that 
grave. He comes down and says: 'Oh, I 
went and looked at Cubby.' " 

Memorial Day, the last three-day 
weekend of the school year, evokes 
memories of potato salad and sun- 



crisped lakeside picnics. It is a camping 
kind of holidav, summer's earliest Flag 
Day without the treat of traditional spar- 
klers or parades. But to this country's 
veteran-laced families, Memorial Day is 
a "Lest we forget" day, a day set apart to 
be seen through the eyes of dewy-eyed 
war brides and bristly haired, spit-and- 
polished soldier boys. 

Every year Max and Katherine 
Eschler's whole tribe, like Utahns all 
over the state, celebrate Memorial Day 
bv making a pilgrimage to visit then- 
dead " 'Course then on Memorial Day 
we go up and stav there," Eschler said. 
"It's such a little town; you know every- 
body in Montpelier. And we just visit 
and talk about our soldier boy." 

And back home at the Eschlers' Rose 
Park residence, the flag that draped 
their oldest son's casket will fly Monday 
in honor of that soldier boy. "On my last 
birthday," said Max Eschler, 70. a 
World War II veteran, "my children 
gave me a 40-foot pole. I have it set out- 
side in a permanent place. And we fly it 
on Memorial Day, that great big military 
flag." 
Douglas Eschler was a paratrooper 

and a helicopter pilot who survived two 
tours of duty in Vietnam. At 34, he was a 
career Army man, a chief warrant offi- 
cer stationed in Germany when the 
plane he was flying in an airshow mal- 
functioned on Sept. 11, 1982, killing 46 
people.

Irwin Clawson, 94, who organized 
the first Boy Scout troop in Utah, died 
Sept 17, 1986, in Salt Lake City. 

A year after Scouting was char- 
tered by Congress, Mr. Clawson read 
about the Scouting program and 
wrote to national Scouting headquar- 
ters to offer his assistance. He was 
commissioned March 31, 1911, by 
President William Howard Taft, hon- 
orary president of Scouting, and start- 
ed Troop No. 1 in the Salt Lake Valley. 

Mr. Clawson was only 19, not old 
enough under Scouting policies to be a 
Scoutmaster, so he was named acting 
Scoutmaster. The troop was spon- 
sored by the 18th Ward of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
and met in what is now the White Me- 
morial Chapel. 

Mr. Clawson also organized the M- 
Men program in the 18th Ward, later 
implemented throughout the church. 

He graduated from the University 
of Utah in 1914 and earned his law 
degree from the University of Chicago 
Law School in 1916. 

He was a veteran of World Wars I 
and IL serving in the 145th Field Artil- 
lery. He retired as a lieutenant colo- 
nel. 

He was a charter member of Alpha 
Tau and Phi Kappa Alpha and a mem- 
ber of the Utah State Bar and Ameri- 
can Bar Association.
